The arrangements for a race between 
the leadiug horses lias been pendiug 
for a loug time. 

Some parties who were anxious to 
back Grover Cleveland met at St. 

Louis, and there made the necessary 
arrangements. 

Shortly afterward a crowd met at 
Chicago, aud after spending several 
days iu inspecting the merits of the 
horse, finally selected General Harri- 
sou as the animal best adapted for ao 
important a race as the one set for 
November 6th. 

Harrison was a well-known Indiana 
horse who had before proven bis speed 
aud bottom. He came from tbe hard- 
est kind of Revolutionary stock, and 
his pedigree and blood were of the 
finest quality. 

When tbe selection was made he 
went into training immediately at In- 
dianapolis, aud those who have wit- 
nessed how rapidly he got iu condition 
aud improved, were loud in their 
praises of the sure-footed, clean-limbed 
animal. 

He was out for exercise every day 
aud never lost a misstep. 

CLEVELAND'S CONDITION. 

The Appeal reporter visited Grover 
Cleveland at tbe White House stables 
a few days before the race. He was in 
bad form, too fat for a staying race and 
his head seemed swelled as if he bad 
been butting it against tbe side of his 
stall. 

The jockey, Dau Lamont, was not 
pleased with the horse and said he was 
working hard to get the big hay-belly 
of! him before tbe race. 

The horse had evidently been over- 
fed and his flesh bung all over him. 

Dan Lamont said he was trying to “re- 
duce the surplus,” but making very lit- 
tle headway. 

Several mem here of tbe Cobden Club 
were there dosing him with free trade 
boluses which the boree swallowed 
with avidity hut tbe effect was not 

good. 

Oue of the horse’s blankets was worth 
noticing. It bad been sent over by 
Queen Victoria, and tbe flag of St. 

George, and tbe motto “God Save tbe 
Queen,” bad been worked on it with 
the Queeu's own hand. It was highly 
prized in the stables.

The announcement sur- 
prised no one, and the race went on. 

Just then Ren Harrison came thun- 
dering down the course under a strong 
pull. James G. Blaine, his jockey was 
riding, and as he passed the Grand 
Stand, about fifty million people, more 
or less, got up uDd howled with delight. 

He was iu magnificent form ; every 
stride covered a tremendous stretch of 
ground, and bis powerful limbs and 
sturdy American-bred frame, full of 
life and spirit, moved iu perfect uuisou. 

Dan Lamont looked like a little mon- 
key on Cleveland, aud there was but 
little demonstration, until he reached 
the Cobdea Club's private stand, where 
there was quite a commotion. 

Queen Victoria was there on a dead- 
head ticket, and Henry George, Car- 
lisle, Allen Thurman and other free 
traders were sandwiched iu among 
members of the Cobden Club, who 
were all dressed in English ulsters, had 
poodle dogs in their laps* and were 
suckiug the big knobs of English canes. 

The Cleveland horse had the pole, 
having won the last heat by a foul 
when ruuuiug against Jim Blaiue in 
’84. 

At the tap of the bell tbe horses got 
off well together. Harrison’s jockey 
sent him to tbe front at the turn and 
took tbe inside like a flash. 

CLEVELAND FLIES THE TRACK. 

The cap'.ure of the pole seemed to 
disconcert the big horse, for he swerved 
to the right, and seeing the Cobden 
Club stand, bolted into it Dau was 
too weak to hold him in, aDd with oue 
leap he went right into the Cobden 
crowd, jumped on everybody and 
everything. He stept>ed ou the Queeu’s 
toes, kicked Harry Ueorge in the stom- 
ach, walked all over Carlisle, and 
trampled a poor woman named Thur- 
man, almost to pieces. Before he could 
be secured be kicked tbe whole place 
down. 

He is said to have been permanently 
foundered and will never run another 
race. 

Meanwhile Harrison swept arouud 
tbe track at a speed which astonished 
everybody, and came under the wire 
iu au easy canter, making a record 
never before equaled uu the national 
track. 

Tbe hackers of the boree cleared up a 
big pile, as the Cleveland backers fool- 
ishly stayed witli their horse until the 
last moment. 

When Harrisou was led back to his 
stable at Iudiauapolis his jockey said 
he hadn’t sweat a hair, aDd was good 
for another heat in the Fall races of 
1689.

The official vote by counties for 
Congress and for Democrat and 
Bepublican President electors in 
the Sth District of Kentucky, as 
furnished by Hon. George M. 
Adams, Secretary of State, is as 
follow : 
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The twelfth congress of the Episcopal 
church of America o|>ened last Tues- 
day io Trinity church Buffalo, with 
services and holy commuuiou. followed 
at noon with inaugural and memorial 
addresses. Bishop Coxe presided. 
Among those present were Bishop 
Whipple, of Dakota ; Andrew D. 
White, ex-president of Cornell univer- 
sity ; President Potter, of Hubert col- 
lege ; Dr. McVicker and Dr. Nichols, 
of Philadelphia ; Professor William 
Clark, of Trinity college ; Bishop Hugh 
Miller Thompson, of Mtssissipi, and 
hosts of others equally well known. 
The cougress held lour days, and dis- 
cussed seven topics, “College and Uni- 
versity as delating to the Church,’ "The 
Question of Race in This Country," 
The Limits of Discussion in the 
Church," and “What Principle Hliould 
Govern Church Extension in Our 
Country in Fields Already Occupied by 
Olliers ?” 



These returns show that Ewell 
ran behind the Republican elec- 
tors in each county and that 
McCreary ran ahead of the Cleve- 
land electors in every countv ex- 
cept Jessamine.

For tliiee years the Mormon elders 
have been working Tennessee, northern 
Alabama and western Virginia for the 
purpose of proselyting the people to 
the Mormau faith. Two years ago in 
middle Tennessee two of these eiders 
were killed outright and to tiiis day 
their murderers have not been prose- 
cuted. Although there is a law in 
Tennessee prohibiting mormon elders 
from openly advocating the Mormon 
doctrines, yet they have increased 
their force so that they make it a bus- 
iness to visit families in person, and 
persuade them to accept the Mormon 
faith. In Chattanooga there are now 
two elders permanently located, who 
have charge of a large field. The pre- 
liminary work at this poiut was doue 
by Elder Morgan, one of the brightest 
debaters in the Mormon church, who 
made his headquarters in Chattanooga 
for over a year. Having planted the 
seed, he then sent Eiders Perry and 
Htokey to this poiut and have since 
had charge of the field. They have 
established a regular preaching place 
near St. Elmo, one of the suburbs of 
the city, aud have quite a large con- 
gregation. Tuesday 500 converts as- 
sembled in that city from all parts of 
the central South, the larger portion of 
them from the mountains of East 
Teiiuessee aud Virginia, aud were 
taken to Utah by Elder Perry. The 
prolific field for most of the Mormon 
elders is the mountainous districts. 
The native mountaineer is usually 
poor, and when be hears of the great 
possibilities for an easy and happy 
lifeiuUtah.it does not take long to 
convert him to the Mormon faith. 
The women especially are easily per- 
suaded. When once convinced that 
Mormon is right, they can not be 
turned aside from their purpose to 
seek a home in the far West. The 
Mortnou elders have made over one 
thousand five hundred converts in 
that immediate vicinity within the 
past ten months, and have their work 
so well orgaized at the present that 
about every sixty days they take from 
two hundred to five hundred to 8ait 
Lake as the results of their labors.

The annual report of the Third As- 
sistant Postmaster-General shows that 
the total of the postal service for the 
last fiscal year (inclusive of amount 
earned by the subsidized Pacific Rail- 
way Companies for mail transporta- 
tion) was $58,126,004. The postal and 
money order receipts amounted to 
$52,695,176 leaving a deficiency of 
$5,430,828. This deficiency is owing 
mainly, it is said, to the great exten- 
sion of the free delivery service and 
the increase of the railway mail trans- 
portation. The total number of pieces 
of registered matter transmitted dur- 
ing the year were 13,677,169, aud of 
special delivery matter, 1,434,169. The 
total number of articles of the various 
kinds of stamped paper emitted whs 
2,700,625,170, representing $50,626,321. 
Statistics are given showing that in 
the cheapness of postage, the uumlier 
of post-oflices, extent of main routes, 
miles of service performed, postal 
revenue and postal expenditure, and 
uumlier of letters and other pieces of 
mail matter transmitted in the mails, 
tlie United States is now conspicuously 
ahead of every other nation in the 
world. Tlie statistics of letters, etc., 
transmitted during the year, which are- 
the first accurute statistics of the char- 
acter ever published by tbe department 
are as follows : Letters mailed, 1,769,- 
800,000 ; postal cards mailed, 372,200,- 
000 ; newspapers aud periodicals mail- 
ed, 1,036,100,000 ; pieces of third and 
fourth class matter, 372,900,000, total, 
3,575,000,000.

The National Board of Trade, in ses- 
sion at Chicago, uuauluiously decided 
to hold its next annual session in Louis- 
ville. 

At Rochester, N. Y., it is estimated 
that the total deaths by the lantern 
works lire will reach thirty. Five men 
and boys were killed by jumping, twen- 
ty-five are bUU missing. 

Buck Combs and Fultou French 
were shot from ambush in Breathitt 
county aud killed. Freuch was one of 
the principals in the recent French- 
Eversole feud iu Perry couuty. 

Information was received here Tues- 
day announcing- the sudden death, at 
New Orleans, of Mrs. A. M. Palmer, 
wife of the noted divine and sister of 
Mrs. E M. Green, of this city — Dan- 
ville Advocate. 

Pearl Wilson was acquitted in a 
Minneapolis court of the charge of 
murdering James Scanlan, formerly 
of Louisville. The defense was that 
Scanlan first shot the woman and then 
killed himself. 

The judgeship of the Pulaski county 
court, which was made vacant by the 
uufortuuate drowning of Judge Tartar, 
has been filled by the election of Hon. 
James Denton, a former member of 
the State Legislature. 

George W. Perkins, of Harrison 
county, and Miss Lizzie Daley, of Scott 
county, Kentucky, aged respectively 
twenty-one and fifteeu years, eloped to 
Aberdeeon, Ohio, Monday night and 
were married by the Rev. Mr. Beasley. 

The French steamer La Bourggue 
arrived iu New York harbor yester- 
day, bearing the remains of Mrs. Dea- 
cm, daughter of tbe late Admiral 
Bxldwin, who died at sea on tbe same 
day that her honored father died on 
shore. 

Democratic guests of a Chicago hotel, 
as the result of a wager with their Re- 
publican fellow-boarders, sat down to a 
banquet of a dozen roasted crows, dis- 
patching their meal with a fair amount 
of grace amid the mirth of their victo- 
rious opponeuts. 

Fritz Auschlag, the German who 
was to have beeu executed at Los 
Angeles, Friday, for the murder of Mr, 
and Mrs. Hitchcock, at Garden Grove, 
in January last, and who also confess- 
ed the killing of Julius Feugh, a neig- 
bor, iu Butte Couuty, committed sui- 
cide iu jail by taking strychnine. 

Robt. G. McCord, hat merchant, of 
the firm of McCord & Aydelotte, Louis- 
ville, died suddenly of the bursting of a 
blood vessel of tbe braiu. Mr. McCord 
was aged about 60 years. His partner, 
Mr. Aydelotte, died under nearly the 
same circumstauces last February. 

At the session of the Woman’s Con. 
gress at Detroit. Mrs Juiia Ward Howe 
was re-elected President. Among 
the speakers of the day’s session was 
Miss Calbope Kecbigia, a Grecian 
lady, who lias establihsed successful 
schools in Athens and Constantinople. 

Tlie biggest business crash ever 
known in North Carolina occurred at 
Durham Thursday morning, when the 
following firms made assignments: 
The Bank of Durham, W. 8.,' Black- 
well, President, $400,000; E. J. Parrish, 
$190,000, and J. W. Blackwell, co al 
dealer, $110,000. 

Near Gilbert’s 8tatiou, in Albemarle 
county, Va., Porterfield Brock was 
shot and killed by his son, who after- 
ward blew out his own brains. The 
father was to be married soon, a fact 
which caused a fit of despondency on 
the part of tbe sou, during which the 
crimes were committed. 

In St. Louis, there was about to be a 
contest for the Democratic nomination 
for Congress, between Robert Kern, 
reared iu this county, aud Georgo Cas- 
tieman, reared in Fayette, and brother 
of Gen. John Castleinau, of Louisville 
Kern retired from the contest and now 
we see Castlemau is beaten by a Repub- 
lican, by over 2,000 majority. — Louis- 
ville Post. 

The new laundry raised steam Tues- 
day to try their machinery. Every- 
thing worked smoothly aud tbe trial 
was satisfactory. The conern is now 
under full headway and should receive 
a liberal patronage from the citizens. 
The proprietors should be encouraged 
in tbeir efforts by receiving all the 
work that is now sent elsewhere. — Dan- 
ville Advocate. 

Charles L. May, clerk for W. E. 
McCann & Co„ this city, aud MissHal- 
lie Barbee, daughter ofG L. Barbee, of 
this county, and one of tbe belles ot 
Fayette, departed on the 7 o’clock 
Cincinnati Southern train Thursday 
for the Queen City, where they were 
made husband and wife. The mar- 
riage was a very quiet one, not even 
tbeir most intimate friends knowing 
anything of it. — Lexington Gazette. 

Tbe smallest case of petit larceny 
probably ever tried iu this locality 
came up before Judge Cardwell, Sat- 
urday. George Gacier, or “Mex,” as 
be is called, confessed to the stealing of 
three napkins from Peter Boriotti, Oc- 
tober 30th. The Judge held him over 
in the sum of $100 to appear before tbe 
grand jury. The napkius were worth 
twenty-five cents, but the same as if it 
had been the felonious takiug of some- 
thing really valuable. — Mercer Sayings 
and Doings. 

The City Cooncil of Carlisle, upou 
the petition of the ladies of that place, 
passed tbe following ordinance about 
tobacco chewing : 

‘‘Whoever shall chew tobacco and spit 
the saliva therefrom upon auy church 
floor within the city iimits, or anywise 
deface or injury auy church floor or 
carpeting on auy church floor within 
the city limits, shall upon conviction, 
be fined for each offense not less than 
$3 nor exceeding $10.’’ 

We were requested to publish the 
above and to ask tbe City Council of 
Lexington to be as considerate of the 
churches ot LexiDgton as Carlisle is of 
hers. It might be extended to thea- 
ters, balls, the Court-house and city 
hall. Giving tbe informer half or all 
tbe fine aud spitting would be much 
curtailed in public places. — Lexington 
Gazett. 

Mrs. Mildred Lewis Parrish, who is 
now at Flannagan’s Mill, Va., writes 
to a friend that Miss Mamie Bryant, 
who used to attend the College here, and 
who frequently visited here, was on the 
ill-fated train on the C. & O. which ran 
off the track near Charleston and was 
completely burned up.

The Kentucky Trpttiug Horse Breed- 
er’s Association, LexiDgton, have de- 
cided to make tbeir colt stakes, for foals 
of 1887 to trot in 1889, 1890 and 1891, not 
less than $1,000 each ; entrance $50, 
payable as follows : $10 forfeit with 
eacb nomination , $15 011 the first day 
of September of tbe year iu which tbe 
race is trotted aud $25 more to start. 
The guaranteed amount ($1 ,000) will be 
divided, $600 to first, $250 to second, 
f 150 to third, aud the excess over $1,000, 
if any will go to first horse. These 
stakes will close about January 1st, 
1889, aud Secretary Tiptou Las every 
reasou to expect a large list of entries 

The present hemp crop is one of the < 
largest in years, aud has cost the farm- 1 
er more to handle it than auy other 
crop iu 25 years. Labor was very i 
scarce aud farmers had to stop their 
regular mouth hands and put them to 
cutting it, thereby throwing all 
other farm work bebiud. Some hemp 
has not beeu cut yet, aud tbe crop gen- 
erally has not been stacked Just shocked 
or allowed to lie on the ground until it 
is almost ready to break. As the sea- 
son for breaking draws near farmers 
despair of getting hands enough to 
break it out iu good time. Altogether, 
tilings look blue for the rnau with a 
hemp crop. — Stock Farm. 

Marshall county, Tenn., can justly 
lay claim to producing its full share of 
fast trotters aud pacers. All of the 
following with two exceptions, were 
bred in that county, and all raised 
there, says the Nashville Democrat : 
Trotters— Boouesetter, 2:19 ; Flash, 
2:18) ; Jimbone, 2:30 ; Frank Buford, 
2:20; Fred Neil, 2:26}; Blue Jay, 2:29}; 
Joe Rbea, 2:23. l’acers — Browu Hal, 
2:12; Little Browu Jug, 2:11}; Duplex, 
2:17} ; B.y Tom, 2:23 ; Bay Tom, Jr., 

Johnny Woods, 2:23} ; Thunder, 

2:22} ; Black Morgan, 2;27 ; Rebellion, 
2:25 ; George Gordon, 2:27}. Blue 
George, Steel Nail aud Sleepy Lize, 
were also bred or raised in that couuty, 
but tbeir records are not at baud. 

We make a borer wash for our peach 
aud other trees, and it auswers tbe 
double purpose of keeping out the borer 
and Keeping the bark clean and 
healthy. This wash is prepared by ad- 
ding a common bucketful of water to 
two quarts of strong soft soap, half a 
pint of crude carbolic acid, two ounces 
of Paris green, with lime enough to 
make a tbiu paste that will adhere to 
the tree. If convenient, a little clay or 
fresh cow dung may be added to assist 
in making the wash stick. Apply it 
with a swab or brusli about the base of 
the tree aud iu the crotches of tbe main 
branches. The rains will wash it down 
from time to time, aud the whole 
trunk will receive the benefit. Iu 
spraying the trees when not iu leaf I 
usually add a quarter of a pound or 
more of potash to each bucketful of soap- 
sn is so as to make quite a strong lye. 
These washes cost but little, and are of 
great value to tbe orchard. — American 
Agriculturist. 

The Sportsman, in an editorial on 
tbe 2:20 list, says : “On the 5th day 
oi October 1856, Flora Temple trotted 
a mile in 2:19}. The performance made 
her the queen of the trotting turf, and 
also tiie first member of the 2:20 list, 
which now coutaius the names of 350 
performers. Twenty-six of this num- 
ber made tbeir record in 1887, and 37 
during tlie past season. Upon glanc- 
ing over the list of tlie new comers we 
fiud that 25 are descendants of Hambie- 
tonian in the male line, and that five 
trace to the family of Mambriuo Chief 
founded in Kentucky. Six of the Ham- 
bletouian representatives w’ere got by 
sons of that horse, 7 by grandsons, 10 
by great-graDdsous, and 2 by great- 
great-grandsons. George Wilkes and 
Dauutless have been bis most success- 
ful sons iu this respect, and are together 
with Kentucky Prince the only sires 
redicted with two performers that made 
records below 2:20 this season. 

Rump 8teak Pie : Procure two 
pounds of rump steak, which cut into 
thinish slices, season well with pre- 
pared seasoning, dip each piece into 
flour, aud lay them iu a small pie dish, 
finishing the top in the form of a dome 
add a wiueglas* of water, then have 
ready half a pound of half-puff paste, 
cut off a small piece, which roll into a 
baud aud lay round Uie edge of tbe 
dish, having previously wetted it with 
a paste brush dipped in water ; then 
roll out the remainder of the paste to 
about the size of the dish, damp the 
baud of paste upou the dish, aud lay 
the other piece over, make a hole with 
a knife at the lop, press the edges 
evenly down with your thumbs, trim 
tbe pie round with a knife, egg over 
the top with a paste brush, aud orna- 
ment it with the trimmings of the 
paste, according to fancy ; bake it 
rather better th&u an hour I11 a moder- 
ate oven, aud serve hot or cold. 

The law of this State gives a lien on 
the colt for stallion service, in the fol- 
lowing language : 

“Sec. 1. That the licensed keepers 
of stud-horses, jacks and bulls in this 
commonwealth have a lien upou such 
for the space of one year after the 
birth of same, for the payment of ser- 
vice of said stud-horse, jack or bull,” 

“Sec. 2. This act shall not apply to 
a bona fide purchaser, without notice 
of such lieu.” 

The second section of this law, in 
efleet, destroys the lien, for It is only 
necessary against an auimal when 
tbe owner wants to evade his obliga- 
tions ; and if he does want to evade 
them, the second section points out a 
method to do it which is well under- 
stood by the class against whom the 
lien ought to stand. Iu view of this 
obvious state of case, the last General 
Assembly passed an act repealing the 
secoud section. The etlects of this 
would have been to give tlie owners of 
stud-horses, jacks and bulls an inde- 
feasible lien on theget until they areooe 
year old. Such a law would have been 
notice everybody, aud in trading with 
irresponsible parties against wbom a 
lien was needed, evidence would first 
have been required that the season 
money had been paid. The amend- 
ment was wise aud gave men of small 
means access to tbe best stallions. It 
has been represented that this repeal- 
ing act passed the legislature, which 
was true, and breeders are resting 
under that assurance ; but au exami- 
nation finds it among the acts finally 
defeated, because tbe Governor refuses 
to approve them. This is, therefore, 
to notify breeders that the lien law is 
unchanged and remains worthless for 
’ tbe assistance to one class aud protec- 
tion to the other it was designed to 
give.— Stock Farm.
